H.M. Consul at Stettin (Mr. R. Bernal) reports that Ceylon and 
Indian teas are now sold as such in several 
Teas. of the larger shops in Stettin. Some few 
years ago the greater part of the teas sold were 
called “ Russian,” and cost 4, 5, and 6 marks per lb. or even more. 
Since April, 1906, when the import duty on tea was reduced from 
1 mark to 25 pf. per kilo., the retail prices of teas have been very 
considerably modified, and packed teas at reasonable prices have 
been introduced by two London firms ; this may account for the fact 
that very much more tea was exposed for sale in 1907 than was 
formerly the case. According to a notice published in German 
newspapers the consumption of tea in the German army is, at the 
suggestion of H.M. the Emperor, to be encouraged in the future. 
In many canteens, especially in those of the Guards, tea has been 
regularly served for some time past. The new military instructions 
state that the serving out of tea as well as of coffee on long 
marches at the field kitchens is considered advisable. The above 
cannot fail to popularise the consumption of tea in Germany, and 
an increased demand for Ceylon and Indian teas should result 
therefrom in the near future, more especially in Pomerania, where 
tea is not so generally used as in the eastern provinces. No tea is 
apparently imported direct to Stettin by sea; it is probably 
received vid Hamburg or Bremen. In view of the above-men- 
tioned reduction in the prices of tea, it is quite useless to post 
circulars from the United Kingdom to would-be consumers, offering 
tea at such prices as 4 marks and 4 marks 50 pf. per lb., as was 
done in 1907.

Business in linen yarns during the year 1907 has been very much 
below the average, owing to the very high 

Linen Yarns. prices reigning for all classes and numbers, 

and sales during the past year have hardly 
come up to 40 per cent. of those during 1906, though, of course, 
it must be taken into account that in August and September, 
1906, several buyers, in view of the imminent rise in prices, placed 
orders for delivery up to May and June, 1907. This naturally 
increased the volume of sales for 1906 and reduced in proportion 
those for 1907, but even in spite of this the last year has been 
very much below the average. The increased customs duties have 
also contributed largely to the decrease in business. 
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SPAIN— continued. 


In linens there has been practically no business done at all during 
the past year, the enormous rise in the 

Linen Goods. § customs duties having proved a death-blow to 

this once flourishing trade. In former years 
important quantities of handkerchiefs and fine linens were 
imported, but since the duties were raised to such a prohibitive 
level as the present one, importers find it impossible to continue 
to take these goods. The imports consisted chiefly of linens and 
linen handkerchiefs of from 20 to 24 threads, and under the 
former tariff linen of 11 to 24 threads paid 5 pesetas 35 c. per 
kilo, but by present tariff, linen tissues of 21 to 24 threads 
are placed under the category of 21 threads and upwards and are 
charged 8 pesetas (gold) per kilo. 

To give an instance of the effect of this increase in the duties, 
one firm at Barcelona, who used to buy linen and linen hand- 
kerchiefs to the value of 2,500/. a year, state that since the new 
duties came into force they have imported only about 50/. worth, 
and this only in order to finish an order for which they required 
Belfast linens. The Consul-General was informed by a Belfast 
traveller in October last that in his journey all round Spain he 
had not taken orders for more than 200/. worth and that buyers 
all complained that these duties made the importation of linen 
practically impossible.

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Finland.— H.M. Consul at Helsingfors (Mr. C. J. Cooke), writing 
on the subject of British trade in Finland, states that its backward- 
ness seems to be attributable to the fact that very few British 
commercial travellers visit the country compared with those of 
Sweden and Germany, the latter, for instance, being about fifty in 
number to one British. Moreover, English is not much spoken in 
Finland, except among the leading merchants. The language 
chiefly in use is Swedish, and in the interior of the country, Fin- 
nish; German also is generally known; Russian is very little 
understood. It is to be regretted, adds Mr. Cooke, that there have 
been as yet no attempts to introduce a store for the sale of British 
goods. 


Denmark.—H.M. Consul at Copenhagen (Mr. L. C. Liddell) 
writes :— 

‘As it has recently been pointed out in the British press that 
the imports from Germany into Denmark exceed the imports from 
the United Kingdom so considerably, it may be of interest to 
mention that the Danish statistics are based on the Custom-house 
returns and that most of the goods coming from France, Switzer- 
land, Italy and Austria-Hungary, especially such as arrive by rail 
or vid German ports are classified in the statistics as having been 
imported from Germany. Besides there is no reason to doubt that 
British and also American manufactured articles are often imported 
via Hamburg from sole agents there, who supply the whole of 
Scandinavia from wholesale stocks in Hamburg. These goods 
would also appear in the statistics as being of German origin. 
The statistical authorities themselves admit this fact and regret 
that there are no possible means of obtaining accurate figures so 
long as the present system is in force. There is, however, some 

ound to hope that the authorities will overcome this difficulty, 
and that before long they will be in a position to publish detailed 
statistics giving the country of origin in each case for goods 
shipped through Germany.” 


Mr. Liddell states that tenders invited by the Danish Govern- 
ment are generally for coals, cast iron and lead pipes, iron rails 
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and electric appliances. Otherwise almost all articles used by the 
Government (especially by the army and navy) are produced in 
the country or at least are supplied by local dealers. British firms 
who wish to have a share in this business should always offer their 
goods through local agents.

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COMMITTEE ON INJURY TO SUBMARINE CABLES. 


In view of the recent interruptions of Transatlantic cables in 
the waters off the south-west coast of Ireland, which are believed 
by the Cable Companies to be due to the operations of trawlers, 
the Postmaster-General, after consultation with the President of 
the Board of Trade, has appointed a small Committee with the 
following terms of reference :— 

‘To enquire whether injury is caused to submarine cables by 
“the operations of trawlers; and, if so, to consider and report 
‘‘ what steps it is desirable and practicable to take to prevent such 
“injury.” 

The Committee is constituted as follows :—Sir J.C. Lamb, C.B., 
C.M.G., formerly Second Secretary to the Post Office (Chairman) ; 
Mr. W. R. Culley, 1.8.0., Submarine Superintendent in the 
Engineering Department of the Post Office; Commander G. C. 
Frederick, R.N., Professional Member of the Harbour Department 
of the Board of Trade; Mr. C. E. Fryer, 1.8.0., Superintending 
Inspector of English Fisheries; Mr. W. 8S. Green, C.B., Chief 
Inspector ‘of Irish Fisheries ; and Commander G. M. Marston, of 
the Hydrographic Department, Admiralty. 

Mr. F. J. Brown of the Secretary’s Office, General Post Office, 
will act as Secretary, and any applications from persons desiring to 
offer evidence should be addressed to him. The Committee has 
been requested to report as speedily as possible. 





FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
JUNE, 1908.* 
I.—GENERAL. 


The trade returns for June, 1908, when compared with those 
for the corresponding month of 1907, show decreases in the value 
of the Imports into the United Kingdom, and also in the value of 
the Exports, both of the Produce and Manufactures of the United 
Kingdom and of Foreign and Colonial Merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in June, 1908, was 46,136,2821., 
a decrease of 1,669,263/., or 3°5 per cent., as compared with 
June, 1907, whilst the total Exports amounted to 34,982,4511., 
or a decrease of 5,226,844/. The Exports of the Produce and 
Manufactures of the United Kingdom alone show a decrease of 
4,157,9301., or 12°6 per cent., as compared with June, 1907, whilst 
there is a decrease of 1,068,914/., or 15°06 per cent., in the Exports 
of Foreign and Colonial Merchandise.

HARVEST PROSPECTS IN SOUTHERN RUSSIA, ROU- 
MANIA, ASIA MINOR, AND THRACE. . 


The following communication (dated 22nd June) on the subject 
of the harvest prospects in Southern Russia, Roumania, Asia Minor, 
and Thrace, has been received from H.M. Consul-General at 
Constantinople (Mr. H. C. A. Eyres) :— 

The harvest of Southern Russia promises to be splendid, but a 
critical period of some 25 days has still to be passed before it is 
assured. In Roumania the crops are good to medium, and the 
reaping has already begun. In the Northern district of Asia 
Minor, extending from the seaboard to Angora and Eskishehir, the 
crops are good to magnificent, further south to the Taurus they 
vary, but are on the whole average. Barley in this district is 
described as not being so good as last year. Further south, in the 
Adana district, the harvest is estimated as 20 per cent. better than 
last year, and better than any for the last eight years. 

On the north-western side the reports from the Broussa province 
are moderate, less seed having been sown and inundations havin 
sterilized a considerable portion of the fertile plain of Mikhalitch. 
It is doubtful whether there will be much grain for export. 

In Thrace and the Adrianople district the harvest promises well, 
and recent rains have yj ractically assured the spring sowings.

Such 
merchandise may be warehoused for one month, and this period 
may be extended to six months at most if the permanent Customs 
Committee considers that the space available in the special 
warehouses is sufficient. 

Charcoal, coal, building wood, marble, bricks, tiles, empty casks 
and cases, iron and other metals, unworked, or not contained in 
cases, barrels or other receptacles, are not deposited in a ware- 
house, but are charged, after twenty days, a “droit de garde” at 
the rate of + douro makhzani per month and per 100 kilogs. 

Forage must be removed within 48 hours after being unloaded ; 
failing which, the Customs may proceed to remove it. The costs 
of transport and warehousing are to be charged in accordance with 
a tariff fixed hy the permanent Customs Committee. 

If goods are not withdrawn from warehouse within six months, 
the proprietors will be notified by the Oumanas that the goods will 
be sold thirty days after the date of such notification, unless they 
are withdrawn.

fishing in the Moro Province. The question was brought to an 
issue in consequence of difficulties experienced by an Englishman 
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who applied for a licence to fish in Moro waters with foreign-built 
boats. The Attorney-General’s decision is as follows :— 

(1) That the rights of citizens of the United States, and of 
corporations organised in the Philippine Islands or in any of the 
United States or territories are substantially identical with the 
rights of citizens of the Philippine Islands so far as the questions 
involved are concerned. (2) That the pearl fisheries are a mere 
sub-division of the general coastwise trade, and are governed by 
all the laws relating to the coastwise trade, except those peculiar 
to the lighterage and harbour business. (8) That a foreign-built 
vessel purchased prior to 8th March, 1902, by a citizen of the 
Philippine Islands, and now owned by a citizen of the Philippine 
Islands, may lawfully engage in the general coastwise trade of 
these islands. (4) That a foreign-built vessel purchased by a 
citizen of the Philippine Islands at any time since the passage 
of the Act of Congress of 8th March, 1902, and now owned by 
a citizen of the Philippine Islands, may be licensed to engage in 
the general coastwise trade, but may not engage in lighterage or 
other exclusively harbour business. (5) That there is no Act of 
Congress in force or effect at the present time which would prevent 
the issuance of a licence to a foreign-built vessel owned by a 
citizen of the Philippine Islands, to engage in the general coast- 
wise trade for the first time, or to continue in that trade under 
such ownérship. (6) That so much of Act No. 51 of the Legisla- 
tive Council of the Moro Province as prohibits foreign-built vessels 
from engaging in the pearl fisheries was beyond the authority of 
the said Council to enact, and is in conflict with the shipping 
laws of the Philippine Islands enacted by Congress and the 
Philippine Commission, and is therefore void. (7) That a foreign- 
built vessel recently purchased and now owned by a citizen of the 
Philippine Islands may be licensed to engage in pearl fishing in 
the waters within the territorial jurisdiction of the Moro Province, 
but it may not engage in lighterage or other exclusively harbour 
business. (8) That legislation is not necessary in order that a 
foreign-built vessel owned by a citizen of the Philippine Islands 
may obtain a licence to engage in pearl fishing in the waters 
within the territorial jurisdiction of the Moro Province.

The Cape Town Correspondent of the Board of Trade (Mr. E, J. 
neigestin Cattell) has forwarded a copy of the “ South 

C sat African Mining Journal” of the 16th May, 
opper mies. which contains an article on the Areachap 
copper mines, situated near Upington, in the north-west of the 
Colony (see ‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 7th May, p. 308), from 
which it appears that a company with a capital of 20,000/. bas 
been formed to exploit these mines, and has acquired a two years’ 
lease over the base mineral rights, and the right to purchase them 
out and eut at any time during the two years for 25,0000. cash 
and 23,000 shares. During the lease a royalty of 3s. per ton is 
payable on the copper ore taken away. Work has already been 
carried out by means of a number of trenches and shafts, and it is 
estimated that the presence of 10,000 tons of ore can be calculated 
upon. ‘The lode has been opened up at intervals over a distance 
of 1,750 feet, and it is believed that the persistence of the lode 
over a much greater distance than this will be determined. The 
first shipment of ore averaged about 30 per cent. of copper, the 
assays varying between 25 and 38 percent. For the future the 
standard of shipping ore has been raised to a minimum of 40 per 
cent.

H,M...Consul-General at Barcelona (Mr. J. F. Roberts) reports 
that the importation of coal into that port 

poe Acoma ry during the a 1907 amounted to 892,545 
tons, being an increase of 6,659 tons over the 
peerige year. For the first time there. was a decrease in the 

rtation of coal from the United. Kingdom, which in the year 
19 7 amounted to 621,398 tons, as against 699,221 tons in the 
year 1906, a falling-off of 77, 823 tons. On the other hand, the 
importation of Spanish coal du ring the past year was 271,147 tons 
as compared. with 167,638 tons in the previous year, or an increase 
of 103,509 tons. Mr. Roberts observes that this is probably to be 
accounted for to a very great extent by the large demand and the 
high prices asked in the United Kingdom, and also by an increase 
in freights, the natural results of which were a lessening of con- 
sumption where possible and the utilisation of the cheaper native 
coals where these could. be substituted for the British article. If 
the price in the United. Kingdom continues to keep so high it is to 
be expected there will be a still greater decrease in the importa- 
tion of coal from the.United Kingdom, as the Asturian mine- 
owners keep their prices low while at the same time improving 
their appliances for working and seizing. 

Mr.’ Roberts adds that the consumption in Spain of anthracite 
coal, all of which is imported from Swansea at present, is growing 
greater year by year owing to the increased use of producer gas 
engines, but it should be borne in mind that there are large 
deposits of anthracite in Spain; thus far, however, the samples 
put on the market have not proved sufficiently good to oust the 
Swansea article.

ARGENTINE REPUBLIC. 


With reference to the notice on p. 640 of the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of the 26th March last, relative to 


os petroleum at Commodoro Riv adavia, the 
“one sn “ Review of the River Plate” of the 5th June 


states that the Argentine Minister for Agricul- 
ture ordered a special analysis of the petroleum to be made in 
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order to learn whether its employment as a combustible would be 
more injurious to boilers than coal and wood, and that the Chief 
of the Argentine Chemical Laboratory made the following report :— 
‘‘Composition of Commodoro Rivadavia petroleum :—Sulphur, 
0°190 = 0:244 of SO;; phosphorus, traces ; organic ‘ azote,’ 0°56 ; 
nitric ‘ azote,’ traces; ash, 0:20. From this it is deduced that there 
is no danger in utilizing the petroleum. As it is improbable that 
the azote would be converted into acid products in industrial 
furnaces, it is only necessary to consider as an agent of deteriora- 
tion of the metallic walls of the apparatus the sulphuric acid 
proceeding from the sulphur, and the proportion of this latter 
substance is too small. I think that the ash proceeds trom very 
fine particles in suspension, but they will disappear by the greater 
part being deposited at the bottom of the tanks in which the 
product is stored, and, probably, in new extractions the petroleum 
will be tree from these impurities. As to the heating power, 
determined by the Malker pump—which is the most perfect 
apparatus—it has been on the average 11,000 calories, which, 
as good coal produces 8,000 calories, is equivalent to double 
an equal volume of coal. In order to produce 11,000 calories 
there is necessary the 1,375 kilo. of coal, and admitting, as 
an average, that a cubic metre of coal weighs 825 kilos. it results 
that the volumes occupied by the petroleum and coal are in the 
proportion of 1 to 1:54. Now, taking into consideration the space 
lost by the ashes of the coal, the more easy manipulation of the 
petroleum and the facility of loading it—in short, all the advan- 
tages of that class of combustible—it will easily be understood 
that there is no exaggeration, but rather the contrary, in fixing 
a double volume of coal for producing the same result as a volume 


of petroleum.”

BRITISH GUIANA. 


The “ Daily Argosy” (Georgetown) of the 13th June states that a 
patent has been applied for with respect to a 
process for the extraction of wax from the 
sugar-cane. It seems that the rind of the cane 
contains a certain proportion of wax which has 
hitherto been lost with the refuse. By the new process this wax 
is now recovered from the filter refuse and turned to commercial 
uses. It is estimated that one ton of cane will yield 0°4 kilo. 
of wax very similar in its characteristics to beeswax or Carnauba 
wax, and suited to the same purposes for which those waxes are 
utilised. The wax in question, which resembles that now used 
very largely for making cylinders for so-called talking machines, 
is exceedingly hard and capable of taking a high polish. It is 
understood that 110 factories in Java will be using this process 
during the present year.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


H.M. Consul-General at San Francisco (Mr. W. R. Hearn) has 
., forwarded newspaper extracts dealing with the 
Fruit Crop present season’s fruit crop in California, which 
of California. promises to be exceptionally large and of good 
quality, with the exception of prunes. A full crop of cherries has 
already (report dated 13th June) been gathered and marketed at 
good prices, and apricots and grapes promise well. There was 
some idea at the opening of the shipping season that low prices 
would rule for Californian fruit, because of a supposed financial 
stringency, but the experience with the cherry crop has dispelled 
this notion. , 
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BRAZIL (SAO PAULO). 


The following notes on agricultural industries in the State of 
Sao Paulo have been received from the Acting British Consul 
at Santos (Mr. R. A. Sandall) :— 

Owing to the tax on the new plantations of the equivalent of 
2s. 6d. per tree the area under cultivation has 
Coffee. not increased of late years, but the old planta- 
tions are being well maintained, new trees 
planted to replace old ones not being subject to the sabove- 
mentioned tax. Planters in general being now fairly well to 
do, the trees are better looked after than formerly, with the 
result that crops are likely to continue to be plentiful. The 
Santos Chamber of Commerce estimate the present crop (1st July, 
1907, to 30th June, 1908) at 7,000,000 bags, but the prospects 
_are that entries will reach about 7,250,000 bags. The next 
crop (1st July, 1908, to 30th June, 1909) has been estimated by 
a@ commission appointed by the State Government at 8,000,000 
to 8,500,000 bags. 

The past year was a memorable one in the coffee trade on account 
of the valorisation scheme, in pursuance of which purchases were 
made by the State Government amounting to some 8,000,000 bags 
and shipped to Havre, Hamburg, Rotterdam, New York, Bremen, 
London and Antwerp under consignment contracts. The State 
Government has declared its intention only to sell out the 8,000,000 
bags in question according to requirements of the consuming 
markets at a price covering the cost, which is calculated to be 
about 2/. 1s. per cwt., stating further that it is prepared to hold 
the coffee for several years if necessary. The object of the inter- 
vention of the State Government was to prevent the excess of 
production over consumption, created by the record crop of 
1906-7, being thrown on the market and causing a collapse of 
prices. The valorisation operation has resulted in fairly remun- 
erative prices being maintained, but owing to the elimination of 
speculation in the consuming markets in view of the enormous 
Government holdings, business has not been so active as might 
otherwise have been the case. The intervention of the State 
Government, their agents paying 3s. to 4s. above the market value, 
and the imposition of the Government tax of 3 fr. per bag, 
considerably upset the general export business at the beginning 
of the year, and entries being very heavy the stocks in Santos 
accumulated to an unprecedented extent, reaching on 24th January 
the record figure of 2,919,252 bags. Shipments of coffee amounting 
to 11,470,116 bags of 182 lb. also broke all previous records. 

''wo firms have closed a contract with the Sao Paulo State 
Government, according to the terms of which a subsidy of 50,0002., 
payable in instalments over a period of five years, is granted by

the State Government to a Company formed in London with a 
view to promoting the consumption of coffee in the United 
Kingdom, with the right of extending its operations later on to 
any British possessions and Egypt. It is to be hoped, adds 
Mr. Sandall, that the propaganda movement in the United 
Kingdom will be attended with success, for an increase in the 
export of coffee to the United Kingdom, in which direction there 
is plenty of scope, will doubtless bring about an improvement in 
the business relations in general and a corresponding increase of 
imports into the State from the United Kingdom. 


An expert in the employment of flooding or irrigation methods of 
rice culture has been engaged by the State 

Rice. Government, and has taken charge of an experi- 
mental station founded near the town of 
Pindamonhangaba. No statistics are kept of the production of 
rice, but last year’s crop is estimated to have been some 500,000 


bags of 132 lb. 


It was thought that a substitute for jute had been discovered in 

the aramina plant, which grows wild, but under 

Aramina. cultivation it lost a great part of its fibrous 

nature, and as the supply of the wild plant was 

wholly insufficient a mill, put up at a cost of some 25,000/., had to 

be shut down, and, after undergoing the necessary transformation, 
is now used for the manufacture of hessians. 


The extraction of rubber from the mangabeira tree in the forests 
of the interior of the State was carried on a 
Rubber. few years ago on a considerable scale, but was 
afterwards abandoned to a great extent in view 
of the low prices obtained owing to the poor quality produced, and 
the currency price having been also adversely affected by the 
advance in exchange. . The Sao Paulo State Government’ is, how- 
ever doing its best to encourage planters to take up the cultivation 
of the manicoba tree and other varieties, and many planters have 
duly responded to the appeal. One estate alone has now 37,000 
Ceara Manicoba trees and about 400 acres in all planted with this 
and other varieties in a flourishing condition. It is safe to predict, 
Mr. Sandall states, that in a few years time the production of 
rubber in the State of Sdo Paulo will advance with rapid strides. 


The area under cotton has greatly increased, but the production 
still falls far short of the requirements of the 

Cotton. local mills. Planters obtained most remunera- 

tive prices for their crops, and there is every 

prospect of this branch of agricultural industry enjoying continued 


prosperity. 
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MISCELLANEOUS, 


UNITED KINGDOM. 


The number of bales of cotton imported into the United Kingdom 
during the week ended the 2nd July, 1908, 
Cotton Statistics. was 32,110 (including 168 bales British West 
Indian and 276 bales British West African), 
and the number imported during the twenty-seven weeks ended 
the 2nd July was 2,100,542 (including 6,654 bales British West 
Indian and 4,997 bales British West African).

According to the ‘‘ Review of the Sea-borne Trade of the Madras 
er cig Presidency ” for the year 1907-8, the value of 
of Madras the merchandise imported during that year 
rs il amounted to Rs. 10,25,48,745, as compared 
y: with Rs. 9,06,59,960 in 1906-7, whilst the 
exports of Indian produce and manufactures during 1907-8 were 
valued at Rs. 18,61,76,091, as compared with Rs. 17,26,96,896 for 
the preceding year. 

The chief items of import showing increases are metals, kerosene 
oil, gold and silver thread, machinery and millwork, cotton twist 
and yarn, cotton piece-goods, railway plant and rolling stock, 
hardware and cutlery, paper and pasteboard, and glass and glass- 
ware. 

In exports the increase is attributable to the expansion in the 
exports of raw cotton, grain and pulse, seeds, coffee, tea, oil-cake, 
and provisions, counterbalanced to some extent by a fall in the 
exports of hides and skins, spices and cotton twist. 





NORWAY: 


The British Vice-Consul at Bergen (Mr. E. F. Gray) reports that 
the total amount of cod taken off the coasts of

now be regarded as closed) was 48,217,000 

(17,896, 000 hung and 27,834,000 salted), as compared with 
47, 625, 000 for 1907 and 46,448, (000 for 1906.

H.M. Consul at Copenhagen (Mr. L. C. Liddell) has forwarded the 
following remarks on legislation affecting com- 


pe arte mercial travellers in Denmark :— 
Mos wricine IP “In the past session of the Rigsdag the 


Government prepared a Bill for amending the 

Travellers. decree of 8th June, 1889. In this Bill it was 
proposed to abolish the rule that the commercial traveller on arrival 
at a town shall be compelled to have his licence endorsed by the 
chief of police and by the customs authority as well, before he can 
commence to do business. This rule, which caused great incon- 
venience and loss of time to travellers, will, however, not be 
abolished at present inasmuch as the amendment proposal was only 
passed by the Lower House, whereas it was referred to a committee 
by the Upper House. It is, however, to be hoped that the amend- 
ment will be passed next session and that also the other somewhat 
unreasonable stipulation that a traveller must pay for a whole year 
irrespective of how short or long his visit is, and that he cannot 
obtain the licence unless he produces certain notarial documents 
from his place of residence in addition to his passport and other 
proofs of identity, will be abolished. This decree which, as afore- 
said, originates from 1839 may have been suitable at that time but 
would appear to call for revision to meet modern requirements and 
to facilitate trade relations.” 

Mr. Liddell states that the number of travellers from the United 
Kingdom has increased somewhat during recent years, having 
reached 114 in 1906, whereas before that time it was generally 
under 100. The number of German travellers was 1,100 in 1906, 
but has been formerly over 1,200. 





SPAIN: 


H.M. Consul-General at Barcelona (Mr. J. F. Roberts) reports that 
British Chamber the British merchants, manufacturers and 
ot can agents in Spain have decided on the formation 

‘of a British Chamber of Commerce for that 
country. The headquarters will be fixed in Barcelona as having 
the largest number of subscribers, but sub-committees or delegates 
will work in conjunction with the head office at Barcelona in 
nearly all the more important cities, notably Madrid, Valencia, 
Seville, Cadiz, Bilbao, Cartagena, &c. It is hoped that the 
Chamber will very considerably help to foster and protect British 
trade with Spain, and it is therefore desirable that the many 
British firms having interests in that country will support the 
Chamber by becoming members.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 
H.M. Consul-General at New York (Mr. C. W. Bennett, C.I.E.) 


Sdeceega oe draws attention to announcements in the United 
P Maize States press to the effect that for the first time 
Magee SAR in the history of the country 500 tons (20,000 
*S bushels) of maize was, at the time of writing 
(10th June), on the way to New York from Argentina. This corn, 
which is used in the manufacture of glucose, starch, dextrine and 
other products, is now sold in Chicago at 71 cents a bushel. Com- 
petition, chiefly in England, makes it necessary to get corn in New 
York for supplying the export trade in glucose and glucose pro- 
ducts at a figure as low as, or lower than, 71 cents per bushel, 
because the freight from Chicago, added to the present purchase 
price there, brings the cost up to hetween 79 and 81 cents per 
bushel for North American maize delivered in New York, a price 
that would be practically prohibitive to the export trade in glucose. 
Under the Argentina contract the corn is tu be laid down in New 
York at 714 cents per bushel, which, with the import duty of 15 
cents per bushel, would bring the cost up to 864 cents if the 
imported maize were to be used in the domestic trade, but, as it is 
to be made up exclusively into goods for export from the United 
States, a rebate of 99 per cent. of the duty paid will be allowed 
when the products are shipped abroad.* ‘Thus the cost of ‘the 
Argentine corn will be from 7 to 9 cents per bushel less than the 
cost (including freight) of that from Chicago at the present high 
price. 





MEXICO. 


H M. Minister at Mexico reports the publication in the “ Diario 
Oficial.” of the 22nd May of a contract between 


Contract for the Mexican Governmentand Mr. Auguste Genin, 


— conse the representative of the Mexican National 
0 rem Dynamite and Explosive Company, modifying 


certain articles of their original concession, 
dated 12th August, 1901, and the supplementary one of January, 
1905. By the new agreement the time for the operation of the 
Company is extended for 25 years from 1908—that is, till March, 
1933, instead of till 1917 as agreed upon in 1905. During this 
time the Mexican Government undertake not to grant a similar 
concession to any other person, nor to waive the special tax on 
this article in favour of any producer, manufacturer or importer, 
whether native or foreign, of any dynamite or other explosive the 
base of which is nitro-glycerine or similar explosive substance. 
Another alteration in the agreement affects the question of

taxation of the Company. In January, 1905, the Company was 
greatly favoured in regard to the Inland Revenue tax which was 
decreed by the Mexican Government in 1904, and were only 
required to pay the tax as follows :—From Ist March, 1914, to the 
expiration of the contract in 1917, two-sevenths, or 60 dols. 
per ton, and also the duties on any foreign goods they might 
import. This article has now been modified as follows :—From 
Ist March, 1908, to lst March, 1918, the Company will be entirely 
exempt from this taxation; from 1918 to 1923 the rate will be 
20 dols. per ton; from 1923 to 1928, 40 dols. par ton; and from 
1928 to 19338 60 dols. per ton. 

A new clause has been inserted by which the Company is 
allowed to import dynamite or explosives, either when it is itself 
unable to supply the demand, or the Department of Fomento may 
so authorise. 





CHINA. 
The following particulars of industry and trade at the port of 

Tedustes and Ningpo have been received from the Acting 
iredle.ot Rinwoe British Commercial Attaché at Pekin 

* (Sir A. Hosie) :— 

The special industries of Ningpo are the manufacture of native 
furniture, lacquerware, matting, and rush hats, wood-carving, 
inlaying of woodwork with bone, and the making of tin-foil. 
Fishing is another great industry, and the crews of steamers 
engaged in the coast trade of China are largely recruited from 
Ningpo. Many of the workmen, servants, and business men of 
Shanghai hail from the same place, and there is a very large 
passenger traffic between the two ports. Much of the land in the 
neighbourhood of Ningpo represents profits made in Shanghai, and 
the general air of prosperity is accounted for by Ningpo’s proximity 
to and close connection with the commercial metropolis of China. 

There are several industries employing foreign machinery—two 
cotton mills, a flour mill, and an oil mill in course of erection. 
The cotton mills are running; but, owingto the dearness of wheat 
and the restriction by the Chinese owners of its full working 
capacity, the flour mill has not been a success. It has been 
temporarily shut down, and the English manager who set up the 
British plant with which the mill is provided has left. 

From a trade point of view Ningpo has lost much of its former 
glory, and most of the large foreign firms which did business there 
in the old days are extinct. This decline is due in a great 
measure to the opening of ports like Hangchow and Wenchow, 
which now trade direct with Shanghai. The value of the trade of 
- the port under the cognizance of the Imperial Maritime Customs 
was 3,150,526/. in 1906, and the value of the trade in 1907, with a 
lower exchange, rose to 4,039,887/.—an increase due in the main 
to a greater sugar import and a large cotton crop.

This return shows the numbers and nationalities of the pas- 
sengers that left, or arrived in, the United Kingdom for or from 
places out of Europe; and the net balance of such passengers 
outward or inward, during the month and tive months ended 
the 3lst May, 1908, compared with the corresponding periods in 
1907. 

During the five months ended the 3lst May, 1908, the total 
number (provisional) of passengers that left the United Kingdom 
for places out of Europe was 147,429, as compared with 257,441 
during the corresponding period of 1907, and the total number 
(provisional) that arrived in the United Kingdom from places out 
of Europe during the first five months of 1908, was 142,691, as 
compared with 82,407 during the corresponding period of 1907. 
The balance of the total movement shows that the number of pas- 
sengers that left the United Kingdom for places out of Kurope 
exceeded the number of passengers that arrived in the United 
Kingdom from places out of Europe by 4,738 during the first five 
months of 1908, as compared with a similar excess of 175,034 
during the corresponding period of 1907.

South Australia—The Government of South Australia have 
established a Produce Department at the offices of the Agent 
General, Threadneedle House, 28, Bishopsgate Street Within, 
London, E.C., where specimens of every description of South 
Australian produce are now displayed. This Department; will 
supply, free of cost, full information regarding the exports from 
South Australia of all sorts of produce. 


Cape of Good Hope.—The Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have offices at 98, Victoria Street, S.W., for the purpose of a Com- 
mercial Agency, under the superintendence of the Trades Com- 
missioner, who supplies free information on trade subjects con- 
nected with the Colony, such as agricultural products, industries, 
trade, tariff regulations, commercial statistics, railway rates, &c., dc. 


Natal.—The Government of Natal have established a Commercial 
Agency for that Colony at 26, Victoria Street, S.W., under 
the direction of the Agent-General. The Commercial Agent will 
supply, gratis, information on trade and industrial subjects con- 
nected with the Colony, commercial statistics, tariffs, railway rates, 
shipping freights, &c. Specimens of certain descriptions of Natal. 
produce are on view.
